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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Examiner acknowledges the claims filed on 1 1/07/2008. Claim 1 - 16, 18 
and 19 are allowable, claim 50 has been amended and claims 20-34, 37-49 and 51-52 
have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -1 6, 1 8 and 1 9 are allowed. 

Regarding claims 1-16, 18 and 19, prior art of record fails to show or 
reasonably suggest that the worst case latency is calculated by a summation, for other 
data files in the set of data files, of a relative ratio of the data file to another data file 
rounded up to a next integer times a file size of the data file, the summation divided by 
the data transmission rate, in combination with all the other limitations presented in 
claim 1 . Claims 2-16, 1 8 and 1 9 depend on allowable claim 1 . Therefore, the dependent 
claims are also held allowable. 

3. Claim 50 is allowed. 

Regarding claim 50, prior art of record fails to show or reasonably suggest that 
the worst case latency is calculated by a summation, for other data files in the set of 
data files, of a relative ratio of the data file to another data file rounded up to a next 
integer times a file size of the data file, the summation divided by the data transmission 
rate, in combination with all the other limitations presented in claim 50.
